Bounds, Government, Reafon or Honour 
Even the Parliament thought fit to 
bury itin fileace, by pafling an AG to pre- 
vent Profecations upon Trefpaffes of that 
kind —— And I only mention this here, to 
remind our People how little reed we have 
to Reproach ghe Svets Rabbles on the fame 
Oceafion. 

The Peopie of Scotland taking Armsat the 
fame Time, aéted their part ; and as they 
had in many Places been Treated in a moft 
Bloody and Inhumane manner, by the E- 
pifcopal People in Power under King Fames 
and-King-Charles’s Reign, of which I would 
advife thofe People never to oblige us to be 
particular 5 [t was fear’d, and indeed ex- 
peéted, that.the poor Peeple would have 
been fo exafperated by the dreadful Ufage 
they had receiv’d,would have run into fome 
Terrible Exceffes, and in their Fury have 
torn many of the Murtherers {0 pi¢ces— 
For as there were few Families in the Weft, 
but what had loft fome near Relation oro- 
ther inthe Butcheries of thofe Times, fu 
many of the yery Inftruments of thofe cold- 
Blood Murthers, ‘were then adtually living 
among them. 

However, TI do not fd that one ‘drop 
of Blood was fpilt by them any -where, 
which I chink is what could not be pre- 
mis’d from any People in the World in their

1 thall fay little to this, 1 have always 
declar’d my felf an Enemy to all Mobs,

In thefe Tumults, many of the Parifly 
Miaifters in Galloway, Clydfdale, and Nythfa 
dale, Dumfriesshire, and that we cal the 
Weft Country were violently driver, away, 
many forefeeing it, voluntary forfock their 
Dwellings, L wit! not fay knowing their 
Guilt——And thus from th2 Perfecution of 
the Mob, thefe Men might flee into Zy- 
gland; no Man can aniwer for Tumults 
and Rabbles, nor is our Debate about what 
the Rabble did, but what the Church of 
Scotland has done, or the Nation of Scotland

From the Rabble, come we next to the 
Government 3 and there we may find a Se- 
cond fort of Epifcopal Minifters turn'd out 
at the Revolution, who perbaps would not 
feruple to take the Oaths to the Govern- 
ment; for Example, the Convention or 

Meeting of Eftates of the Kingdom of Ssote 
Jand, having according tv the Example of 
England, met to fettle the Affairs of that 
their Independant Kingdom, and having 
Voted the Throne Vacant, the Prince and 
Princefs of Orenge King and Queen madea 
Claim of Right, and the Crown being ac- 
cepted by the faid King and Queen, in the 
Terms of the faid Claim of Right ——— 
Were then tutn’d into, and declar’d a free 
Parliament, and Duke Hamilton is appoint- 
ed Commiffioner to hold the faid Parjia- 
ment. re 

The third A@ pafe’d after their being de- 
clar’d a Parliament, and in theit firft Seffi- 
on, was Entitled as AG abolifbing Prelacy 
tho’ this was done forthe prefent, yet that 
Parliament having no Time to Sit then,~ it 
being far inthe Year, viz. near Mid/ummer, 
no Church Goveroment was yet fettled, 
but the Parliament broke up. 


However, duriog thisVacance, the Bpi(- 
copal Minifters remaia’d in their Churches, 

excepting thorefew before difpoffefs'd by ths 
Rabble—April 25. 1690. a Year and near 6 
Months after the coming of the Prince of0. 
range, the fecond Seffion of that Parliament 
began ; the Earlof Melvi/, Father to the 
prefent Earl of Leven, being Commiffioner 
———In this Parliament, che Presbyterian 
Church being not yet reftor’d, it was how- 
ever thought but right, Prelacy or Epif.o- 
pacy being abolifh’d, that thofe Miaifter,, 
who had Fan. 1. 1661, been depriv’d ot 
their Churches for not conforming to Pre- 
Jacy, had an undoubted Property to the 
Stipends and Parifhes they were poffets’d 
of, atthe faid Year 1661. Wherefore an 
A& pafs’d, being the fecond of that Seffion, 
that {uch of them as were chen livicg,fhould 
take Poffeffion of the faid Churches and 
Stipends as their own Right, from whence 
they were unjuftly thruft out. 

How reafonable this was, is not for me 
to defend, till I hear fome Body Difpuie 
it; but this may bse faid for it, that it was 
Warranted by the Cuftom and Example of 
theEpifcopalGovernment that weat before, 
and of the Church of England at the Refto- 
ration here————, 

How many this might difpoffefs, Iam 
not certain ; but as the Number of thePres- 
bytcrianMiaiftersDepriv’d inthe Year 166 
was about 300, and they had contiop’dDif_ 

- poffefs’d to the Year 1690, which isat leaft, 
28 Year and a half, it conld not be likely 
they were many. 


However, were they more or lefs, thefe 
are afecond kind of Epifcopal Mini- 
fters, that coming away from Scotland 
as froma Perfecution, might come to 
Euglend and take the Oaths; and i€¢ 
any Man pretended that thefo were 
driven out becaufe they refus’d to take 
the Oaths, T’ll bear them Witnefs it 
was a Miftake. 


After this in the fame Parliament, vf. 
the fifth A&, the Confeffien of Faith was 
Ratify’d by Parliament, and thePreshyterian 
Church Government was fettled rer

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"And by the 23d A@ of the.fathe Sefion of 


Parliament, the Right of Patronage or 
Prefentation to Church Benefices, by the 
Heritors, or Lords of the Manour, was an- 
null’d and takenaway, which A& is among 
other Laws Confirm’d and Ratify’d by the 
Union, which I only nose by the Way, as what 
I fall bave Occafion to {peak more at large 
to hereafter. 

But tocome tothe Point, by the A& fet- 
tling the Presbyreriam ChurchGavernment, 
were no Minifters Difpoffefs’d as Epifcopal
